best ofo lanaker In London would not 
attempt to oonatruot ll under those 
terms. The result of a long dispute 
between the astronomer royal, the 
irehitcct, the government the house 
f parliament and the cloCK&ittkeri of 
London, ninth . tided, in L8M, in the 
employment of the late K. J. Dent and 
his successor, F. Dent, who built the 
clock under the dcsie.^ and superin- 
tendence of tho astronomer royal, i"d- 
iniind Dennison, afterward Sir K. 
Beckett and now Lord Qrimthorpe. 
The clock was placed in the town- in 
1859, and has .icon running continu- 
ousuly and satisfactorily ever since. 
It was unfavorably criticised and coin- 
pared by some oi the old-style clock- 
makers to a mangle, because of its 
length and apparent rough construc- 
tion. Its success, however, revolu- 
tionized that branch of the ttade. 
The great change consisted of the in- 
troduction of a gravity escapement 
in place of what is kinm n as a dead 
escapement. The weight required 
run it is 160 pounds, of which nine- 
iths is required to overcome the 
ction. 

The hands are 11 feet in length and 
the minute hand is counterbalanced 
so as to make its total length 14 /feet. 
More trouble is likely to arise from the 
length of the hand's than from any 
other part of the apparatus. Sup- 
ported only at one point (on the ar- 
bor) the wind gets a slrong leverage 
and tends to loosen them and even 
change the movement of (he clock. 
Snow and ice lodging on the hands 
during the sleet storms also act to re- 
lard the movement during the last 
half of an hour and accelerate it dur- 
ing the first half. The minute hand 
of (he Westminster clock is made as 
light as possible of two copper tubes 
put together, and weighs 28 pounds. 
There is but one clock in the world 
with a larger dial, and that is in the 
Mechlin church, and is 40 feet in 
diameter. It has no minute hand, 
however, and the entire mechanism 
is. therefore, much simplified. 

The Wesininster clock reports it- 
self twice a day, by an electrical ap- 
pliance, to the Greenwich observa- 
tory. Its rate is recorded and the re- 
sults are published in the annual re- 
port of the astronomer royal. From 
this record it appears that t he average 
rate of variation of the clock is less 
than a second a week. It is subject 
to abnormal disturbances from thun- 
derstorms, which sometimes amount 
to seven or eight seconds, but these 
variations are easily distinguished. 
The cost of this remarkable clock was 
about $20,000; the chime of bells near- 
ly $30,000. The bell frame, which is 
of nrronght iron plates, and the dials 
and hands provided bv the architect, 
cost $58,000. The height of the clock 
above the pavement is 175 feet. It is 
a curious circumstance that the acces- 
sories of the clock cost more than four 
times as much as the clock itself. 

MADE MONEY EASILY. 

A Draft on the Sultan That Was Unex- 
pectedly Honored. 

A certain speculator had need of a 
large sum of money for hi? operations, 
and found himself with a eery small 
balance in the bank. He consulted a 
friend as to how he could get over the 
emergency. The friend suggested that 
he should draw on somebody in all- 
ot her city.

NEGRO COOPERATION. 



A hollow wear and foundry com- 
puny, organised and operated exclu- 
sively by negroes, is nn experiment 
ibout to he launched in Chattanooga 
to lest the capability of the negro for 
management of his own affairs. The 
company if organized on the coopera 
live idea, and each man is to give to 
the business so much of his time. Th 
plant, when completed, will make 
Btoves especially, but II design* rj i 
do all kinds of foundry work. The 
main foundry building is 100x35 feel 
with R number of outbuildings and 
annexes. These buildings have been 
completed by the stockholders work- 
ing at nights and at odd times so ns 
not to interfere with their work on thf 
outside, each one of them having i 
job with one or the other foundry es 
tablishments in Chattanooga. Tlx 
buildings were erected from second 
hand material, bought here and there 
in job lota. The cupola is new, and 
cost about $200. They have acquired 
by industry and hard work engine 
boilers, molds and all needed lessi 
tools. They expect to make aboi 
15 BtoveB a day, and they already have 
promises of orders sufficie-nt to give 
them a etnrt. The plant will give em- 
ployment to about 50 negroes when 
running full time. In addition to 
making 6toves they expect a good 
business doing piece work for the 
other foundries and iron works about 
the city, as they will be able to work 
cheaper than any other concern in the 
city. 

The men back of Ihis enterprise are 
all hard-working, sober and indus- 
trious, and deserve and are receiving 
the greatest encouragement and con- 
sideration from the whites of Chat- 
tanooga. The idea of building and 
operating the foundry originated with 
the president, C. H. Ferran, who is a 
mulatto, formerly a slave, belonging 
to an old and wealthy Alabama fami- 
ly. He was the plantation blacksmith 
a man of colossal frame and a model 
of manly physique. Until recently 
he was employed as head molder at 
the Citico furnace of the Boane Iron
